(’ampfire and Omar Khayyam went away from 
the webbjng like a te.Tin, but the Wilson chestnut 
soon drt'w to the front. The pace for the first 
quarter was slow, the pair covering this distance 
111 26 seconds. Collins urged Omar along as they 
passed the three-quarter i>ost ami he gradually 
shortened the margin that seiiarnted him from the 
leader. From the half-mile mark until the five- 
sLvteenths jmst they raced head and head. Here 
Omar Khayy.ini drew to the front and from this 
point until the finish, held Campfire safe. The 
latter was hanl ridden all the way down the 
Btretch, but was unable to get up. 

The race stainiMsl Omar Khayyam ns the clos<>st 
rival of Hourless in the east and, in the opinion 
of some, demonstrated, that Campfire could be re- 
gardi'd as little iiion' than a sprinter. 

A good band of maiden two-year-olds apiieared 
in the second race, which fell to the Wickliffe 
Stable’s I Itima Thule. This colt displayed a high 
order of spt'cil and quickly rai-ed his opiiunents 
into defeat. Mrs. W. SI. Jeffords’ Dr. Johnson, a 
highly regarded youngster, shared favoritism with 
the winner, but pulled up fourth after showing 
early speed.

EFFECT OF DEATH OF GREAT SIRE. 



Most Famous Representative of Matchem in America 
Removed by Passing of Hastings. 



“By the death of Hastings the most famous 
repres«*ntativc of the 3ratchoni line in America lias 
been removed. It is a fact well known to all 
students of tliorouglibrcd liorse pedigree that tlie 
mule line founded by the famous race horses. 
Eclipse, Herod and klatchem, have dominated the 
English turf for generations,” writes C. E. Bross- 
nian. “Rivalry existed among bret*ders in those 
times as well as now, each claiming siiiwriority 
for Ids own particular strain, hut as time went on 
and tlie blood of tlie deseeiidaiits of these great 
sires beeame intermingled, the increasing po- 
tency of the blooil of each Ix'canie inanifest, uutil 
now breeders desire to have their horses trace 
hack to all of these celebrated sires as mauy 
tiiiies as possible. 

“.Matchem was the Ix-st representative of the Go- 
dolphin Arabian line, and the latter was the last 
Oriental horse from which the British turf de- 
rived iKisitive and nernianeiit advantage. The eurl.v 
English lirecdors found the .\rabian stock to con- 
stitute an excellent cross upuu the Barb. Turk and 
Spanish mares, the foundation stock of the British 
turf. The Ro.val Kpaiiisli horse was a descendaut 
of Oriental stock of Barb and Moorisii origin, there- 
fore it is not improbable that the wild horses of 
the western plains — the ‘niustags’ and iioiiies of 
Texas and 3Iexlco — were descendants of horses 
that escaped <ir were turned loose from tlie ill- 
fated exiiedition commanded b.v I)e Soto, wlien, as 
tlie first wliite man. he gazed nimii the waters of 
the broad and lieautiful Mississi|ipi. 

“It is not unreaKoiiable, tlierefore, to supi>ose that 
the vigor and enilnraiice di.seovered in tliese ismies 
by the army during the recent invasion into Mex- 
ico can 1«> attriliutcd to the Uriental blisid in tlieni 
des»finietl from their ancient ancestors and b.v con- 
stant imbreediiig remained reasonably pure, de- 
teriorating only tlirougli want of feed and atten- 
tion. From the Arabian blood was acquired sia-ed, 
from tlie Karl) stoutness and stride, while from 
the Turk was obtained liieivase in height and 
length. Of all the foreign stallions ini|Hirted into 
England in an earl.v day the fame of the two great 
.\rablaii8, the Darley and the Godolphiii, has swal- 
lowed up all the rest. The best English and Ameri- 
can horses trace niaiiy times to tlie blooii of these 
two horses and it has been an everlasting benefit 
to breeders every wliere. 

How the Godolphin Arabian Was Imported. 

“T1h‘ GtHlolpliin Arabian was iniiKirtisI into Eiig- 
l.md by Mr. t’ook, and it was strongly siis|K-eted 
that he was stolen, as no pedigree was oht.iiiied 
witli him or the least item given ns to liis history, 
'riie onl.v notiTO given was that lie was foaleil in 
1724. He was eventually presented to the Earl of 
Godolphin, at whose stud he was kept as a vassal 
to Hohgolilin, the premier stallion of the estab- 
lishment, but no mares were over sent to his court, 
until one day Hobgoblin refused to cover Roxana 
and she was given to the embraces of the Arabian. 
The product was the beautiful, elegant and sensa- 
tional race horse Lath, in the general opinion of 
the horsemen of that day the best that had apiK>ar*'d 
on the turf since the days of Flying Childers. The 
Arabian continued to serve for the remainder of his 
life in the same stud, producing yearly a sueeession 
of high -class horses and when he died in 17M, in 
his twenty-ninth year, he was decently buried and 
cukes and ale were given at Ills funeral. 

“The complete 31atchem male line, as it comes to 
us, from the Godolpliln Arabian down, is as fol- 
lows; Godolphin Arabian, Cade, 3Iatcliem, Con- 
ductor, Trumpeter, Sorcerer, Comus, Humplm.‘y 
Clinker, MeUxmrnc, West Australian, Imp, Aus- 
tralian, SiK-ndthrift and Hastings. 

“We are informed by the archives of the turf that 
Sorccrar and Comns were blind, that Humphrey 
Clinker roanxl, and that Mellmurne hud bad legs, 
hut prominent sir»*s in tlie other lines were not 
without their infirmities. Lexington was blind, 
Virgil was blind, and Prince Charlie was a roarer 
— thn-e of the best sires ever in America. For a 
great numls'r of years imiHirted Australian was 
alHHit the only representative of the Slatehein male 
line we liad in the United States, hut in 1886 the 
late Mr. .1. K. Huggin, always alert to the Is'st 
breeding interests of the eoiiiitry. ini|Mirted into 
California, from Australia, the great race horse 
Darehin, by The Peer, which was a son of .Mel- 
bourne, iuiiKirted into Australia from England. 
MellKiiiriie, the sire of West Australian, the first 
winner of the Triple Crown, and the best tliree- 
year-old in England in 1853, and The Peer was one 
of the most famous sires of all time; his get won 
the Derby twice. Oaks three times, St. Leger 
twice, 2,000 Guineas twice, 1,000 Guineas twice 
Doncaster Cup, Great Metropolitan Cup twice. Good- 
wood Cup twice. Ascot Cup twice and Cambrldge- 
shirt* Cup, siring the winners of nineteen of the 
great classical events of Kiigluiid. 

Australian Good Race Horse and Sire, 

“Impcrted Australian was a good race horse and a 
great sire. Among other noted horses, Sjiendthrlft, 
Fellowcraft, Wildidle, Rutherford, Siiriugbok, Ba-

SUIT OVER DEATH OF RACE HORSES. 



Louisville, Ky., Jnl.v 6. — W. W. Darden yesterday 
filed suit against the Ixinisville and Nashville 
Railroad t’omiiany, the Adams Exjiress I'ompany and 
tlH> Pittsburg, (’jneiiinati, Chicago and St. Louis 
Railway for $6.7, (MKl damages, representing the 
alleged value of five thoronghhred race horses 
killed in a railroad wreck fourt(“en miles nortli 
of Uincinnati July 7. 1915. The plaintiff alleges 
the lo;« of the horses was due to the joint iiegli- 
genee of the defendants and elmrges that when he 
shipiHsl tlic animals from Latonia to Windsor they 
were loaded in an old and dangerous car. 

Tlie car rolled down an emliankmeiit and four of 
the hors*‘s were killed outright, while the filth 
liorse died of injuries a few days later.

"Hastings, like his sire 8p*mdthrift, was a good 
raei* horse and after being retireit from racing and 
placed in the stud, <-omniande<l a prominent posi- 
tion as a sire* from tiie first year ids progeny 
app«*ared on the turf. The first of his get came to 
tlie races in 1901, and in tliat year he had out 
eigliteen winners of .$40,908, a remarkable iiuralH-r 
for an untried sire. From that time on lie has al- 
ways occupied a prominent imsitiou among the win- 
ning sires and in 1902 and 1908 stood at the head 
of tlie list. Each year he has had out liigli-class 
race liorse.s and reliable money-winners, wliich 
will coutinne to win for years^ to come, for some 
of the crack two-yoar-olds of this year are by 
Hastings and more are yet to come. As it is 
his get have won up to January 1, 1917, the enor- 
mous aggregate of $1,147,793, and no one can tell

GENERAL NEWS NO’TES OF THE DAY. 



A dispatch from Ijondon says that Andrew Bonar 
Law, ehaneellor of the exchequer, has announeed in 
the House of Commons that the government has 
deeided to i>ermit the brewing during the quarter 
ending September 30 next of an additional amount 
of IxHT, not exceeding 33% per cent of the amount 
already allowed for that quarter. This action is 
taken owing to the greater consumption during 
tile summer and liarvcsting mouths. 

Rumors are i>craistcnt in well-informed political 
circles tliat Dr. von Betlimann-IIollweg, the Ger- 
man imperial chancellor, in his coming siiwch to 
the reichstag, will make new and more definite 
ileelarations concerning peace, says a Central News 
dispatch from The Hague yesterday. Tlie declara- 
tions will refer not onl.v to Russia, but the entente 
IKiwers generally, according to this report, 

A London cablegram of yesterday says that 
Premier Lloyd George announced in tlie House of 
Commons this afternoon that the Irish convention 
would meet July 25 to deal with preliminary busi- 
ness, including the apiMiintment of a chairman. 
Llo.vd George said the government had suggested 
that Henry E. Duke, chief secretary for Ireland, 
act as provisional or temporary chairman. 

One hundred seventeen draft evaders were sen- 
teiiei'd to serve a year and a day each in the 
Chicago liousc- of correction by Judge K. M. Landis 
in the federal district court at Freeport, III. Tlie 
sentences si«‘clfied “hard labor.” Two others were 
senteneeil to jail for thirty days and anotlier was 
sentenced to ninety days. Judge Landis ordered 
also tliat each man be required to register. 

Thi' German government’s overoptimistic report 
on tlie crop prospects, which were declared on 
June 25 to bi- “really brilliant,” were sharply 
eritieired yesterday by spi-akers in the reichstag 
and means eominittee. They accuse the government 
of giving tlie people a false view of tlie situation, 
arousing unrealizable hoiies. 

A late dispatch from Washington yesterday says: 
In wliat was regariF-d as the first real test of 
strength between senate wets and drys, the senate 
late today rejected, 52 to 34, a fiKsl bill amendment 
by Senator Slyers to prohibit manufacture of lieer 
and vinous beverages along with distilled liquors. 

An ameiulmeut to the food bill by Senator Cum- 
mins of iowH prohibiting imports of distilled 
liquors during the war and also the use of those 
now in bond for beverage purixjses was adopted 
by the senate late yesterday by a vote of 54 to 30.
